xed got I cannot fatisfy my felf toclofe with 
this humour of the Town, and quit a Subjeét, be- 
fore I have gone thro’ it, to pleafe the Luxori- 
ance of the World’s imagination; fuch as think 
me dull, only becaufe I am long, are like thofe 
that don’t approve i ‘the Sermon, bécaufe they 
*t love the Parfon. 
er pive examined the particular Article of the 
Swedifh War in Poland, 1 have freely told the 
World my Opinion in two Points, and havead- 
vanc’d this Conclufion ; Firft, that the Proceed- 


ings of the Swedes, are a very great {upport to 
French Power 3: and Serdiy- hat . ie oe 
Greatnefs is the Principal Sapport of the pre- 
fent Swedifb Proceedings ; and then I think I 
bring it to my Text, asd make the Story very 
Confftten t with my Defign, in telling the World 
the Extent of French Power. 

I cannot quit the Subjeét, without fome Re- 
marks -relating to the Confequence of thofe 
eee ames ha 

e Swedes have given Poland a King, l wou’d 
be underftood, they have ftood by, pen givea 
them #n opportunity, I cannot ‘fay, Libercy fo 
choofe a King. 

As to them that objeét againft the Freedom 
of the Eleétion, I have little to fay, the Bleéti- 
on was every way free, except, as before except- 
ed, the Poles chole him, the Swedes only told 
them who they fhould choofe, and ftood by, 
drawn up to make themrdo it. 

*Tis true, the Cardinal Primate, Prince La- 
bemirsky, and feveral of the Nobility, ftood off a 
little, and protefted, but the Swedes did no- 
thing, they only threatned to ravage their Lands 
a little, they complied, and faw the reafon of 
the thing very piainly. 

To hear fome People talk of the free Ele@tion 
ofa King of Potand, under thefe Circumftances 
is formething like the Duke of Lorrain being a 
free Sovereign, with a Freych Garrifon ia the 
Citadel of Nancy. 
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To talk of a free Eletion, with the Swedifh 
Army drawn up at the diftance of 100 Yards 
rom the Place, is fomething like the free Com- 
non Hall of the City, with the Trained Bands 
it the Door, or Oliver Cromwell’s free Parlia- 
nent, with his Guards at the Door, to keep 
whom he pleas’d out of the Houfe. 

But an Ele@ion, fuch as it is, is made, and the 
Palatine of Pojen is declared King, by the Name 
of Stanifisus ; as to who chofe him, it 
feems to be a Queftion the very Swedes them- 
felves are not very carcful about. 

We fay he is chofen hy a very inconfiderable 
Party, a meer Rump Affembly ; not a Palatin, not 
a Deputy is (een from any of the Provinces of 
that Great Dominion, Great Poland excepted ; 
he is made a King by the influence ot a Foreign 
Army ; and: “tis worth Enquiry, what Courfe 
the King of Sweden will take to inftate him inPof- 
feffion, and how he will be receiv’d by the other 
Princes of Chriftendom. 

As to the latter, I am of Opinion, the French 
Kiog will make no fcruple to be the firft 
in Europe, that will acknowlege this new King. 
If his Swedifb Majefty fhould Attempt to follow 
the Meafures of the King of France, and to 
Huff and Infule all thofe Princes, who réfufe to 
own this King of his own making, as his moft 
Chrittian Majefty did in the Cafe of the New 
King of Spain ; poffibly he might not meet with 
fo good Succefs in it, aud might bring more E- 
nemies on his own hands than he could deal 
with. 

But at prefenthis Swedifb Majefty Declares ke 
will ftand by this New King with all his Power; 
and thus the War in the North is broke out in- 
to fuch a Flame, as can never be quench’d, but 
in the Deftruétion of one of thefe two Powers. 

The Circumftance of thisMatter has fomething 
in it which looks very aukwardly upon thePrinci- 
ples fome People take upon them to vindicate, 
as tothe Fus Divinum, of Kingly Power; if the 
Sanétion depends upon the Perfon of the King, 
I cannot conceive how this Mountebanking 
of Kings fetting them up, and pulling them 
down at Pleafure, confifts with the Sacred Infti- 
tution of Princes. 

I would be very glad to be inform’d, which of 
thefe two Kings have the Stamp of Sacred Im- 
printed upon cheir Perfon ; if the latter, then 
all the pretence of Sacred falls to the Ground, 
becaule it is Tranfpos’d with the Name, and it 
may lie in the Breaft of any Neighbouring Mo- 
narch, to. remove the Sanétion, as confifts with 
his. Intereft ;.if the: former, then: is all. Zurope 


running either into a War with the Swede, og 
into the Evil ofdemolifhing the Divine Image in

I cannot therefore imagine the King of Swe- — 
den will be able fo far to intluence the Princes of 
Chriftendom, as to oblige them to joyn with

firft King, to acknowledge him 3 who will fend 
Ambafladors to Congraculate him on his New 
Throne, and who will firft give his Ambaffadors 
the Honours due to the Minifters of a Crown’d 
head ? 

Perhaps thefe Gentlemen who maintain the 
Doétrine of Divine Right, may think it whoBy 
unconcern’d in this Caie, and Eleétive Kings not 
at all to be reckoned among the Sacred Perfons 


they mean ; yet thefe Gentlemen muft allow

the Subje@ion that {uch People owe to any body,

I am farther ata lofs to confider how the King 
of Sweden, or any one Prince whatever, can puc 
a Man upon a Neighbouring People, as a King, 
ftand by with his Army to oblige them to Eleét 
him, force the Diffenting, Oppofing, Proteft- 
ing, Nobility to Comply 3 five Parts in feyen of 
the whole Polifo Nation diffenting, and ta- 
king up Arms againft it, and whileall this Op- 
pofition is making, call him a King. 

This feems to Level the Title oF King abfo-

be equally Fatal to us; the one will Difarm us, 
while the other will Affault us;and I am fo fure 
of this being the Event, that I venture-the Re- 
putation of my little Judgment upon the Con- 
fequence.
